I follow the steps in the manual 
C'FM'>'Set/0'>'FM'>'T Set/2'), but nothing happens...no confirmation tone, 
nothing. Could there be a typo in the manual? I have some suspicions of this, 
since the key function summary chart for the 'T Set' button shows ‘no 
function’ for this combination.

The sequence for tone scan is: 'FM'>'TSet/2' then press and hold 'MHz/‘*' or 
'MHz/v' for about a second.
